0 .—A tale of 
cruelty aud starvation on the high seas 
was told in the office of United States 
District Attorney M. 8, Foote by four or 
five forlome, weak and scurvy stricken 
sailors, members of the American ship 
John A. Briggs of San Francisco. Com­ 
plaint* were sworn out against the cap­ 
tain aud first mate. 
The Briggs sailed from Baltimore a 
little over five months ago for this port. 
Before a mouth passed the potato sup­ 
ply was exhausted and from then until 
the close of the voyage no vegetables of 
any sort were served the sailors. 
Three 
time* a day the crew wa* served with 
one-half of a small loaf of bread, mak­ 
ing about four slices, and two thin 
slices of salt pork or juuk cut so thin 
that the sailors could sec through it. 
Before Cape Horn was reached t wo of 
the men were attack* d with scurvy and 
the entire crew had been driven t<» such 
desperation that in order to save their 
Uvas they were compelled to eat the 
grease used to lubricate the masts. It is 
charged that Firs! Mate Johnson beat 
Jervek terribly on several occasions be­ 
cause illness and starvation prevented

9.—The authori­ 
ties have been advised that the arrival 
today of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, premier of 
Canada, Sir Louis Davies, minister of 
marine in the Lanrier cabinet, and other 
offiicial of the Dominion, will have un 
important bearing not only on the Ber­ 
ing sea settlement, but on all the pend­ 
ing questions which have been sources 
of international complication between 
the United States and Canada, namely, 
the passage of alien laborers to and 
frorn Canada, the north Atlantic fisher­ 
ies question, the presence of many 
Americans in the Klondike territory be­ 
longing to Canada and in the mining 
regions of British Columbia, the fisher­ 
ies trouble along the great lakes, the 
bonding privilege granted 
Canadian 
railroads, the controversy over rights in 
the Frazer river, British Columbia aud 
in the Puget sound and also the ques­ 
tion of a reciprocity arrangement be­ 
tween the United States and Canada. 
There is direct and definite informa­ 
tion that Sir Wilfrid is prepared to take 
up all this questions, and if possible in­ 
clude them in one general settlement 
whereby the constant friction they have 
engendered may be overcome. On some 
of these subjects he will confer with 
President McKinley and on one at least 
of them—that relating to alien laborers 
crossing the border—he will suggest 
such mutual modification of present re- 
junctions, us in his opinion will be of 
material advantage to the thousands of 
American* now in the Klondike and 
British Columbia mining country, and 
at the same time will be of advantage to ;

test of dull commonplace. ” 
Because people are afraid of being 
thought superstitious w ith regard to 
dream s there has been an unscientific 
avoidance of the whole topic, which if 
no less superstitious and puerile, the 
consequence of which foolish revulsion 
has been th at one of the m ost curious 
functions of th© brain is still in a j> nod 
of universal investigation— left unex­ 
am ined and unexplained. 
Some dab­ 
bling there has been in the m atter, bnf 
so for no tenable explanation has beef 
offered of those strange illusions of 
sleep w ith w hich all m ankind is fam il­ 
iar. 
The r*>sult8 up to this tim e of this 
dabbling ara for the mort* p art of little 
m Oro value than the contents of the 
greasy, w ell thum bed dream books that 
formed the only aud dearly beloved li­ 
brary of eighteenth century m ilkm aids 
aud apprentices. The greater portion of 
such labor as has been bestowed on the 
subject has beeu m ainly directed toward 
efforts to prove the extrem e rapality 
With w hich the dream passes through 
the m ind, aud that it is some trivial 
outw ard cause at the moment of rous­ 
ing from slum ber, such as a noise, • 
'light or tile
